Sessions With Smoky Mountain Sheet Sale To Be

When stamp collectors begin to gather 
in Asheville, N. C., on the eve of Aug. 
25 the whole Southland should sit up and 
take notice that a revival of the hobby 
in the southeastern part of the country is 
under way. For the Society of Philatelic 
Americans is making a special appeal to 
Dixie through the Gateway to the Smok- 
ies. 

The S.P.A. convention will close in 
time to permit many of the visitors to 
hurry off to Detroit where, on Aug. 30, 
the fifty-second annual meeting of the 
American Philatelic Society will be 
opened. The second convention will be 
just as attractive for, in addition to the 
exhibition and bourse, Detroit offers 
much in the way of sightseeing. 

The stage is set for a grand time and 
everyone is invited to forget business 
cares and spend a happy three-day vaca- 
tion amid stamps, neighborly folks and 
the scenic attractions of North Carolina. 
Not only will there be the usual fine 
S. P. A. exhibition, bourse and auction 
but the event will be crowned by the 
appearance of the miniature 10-cent 
postage sheet. There will be an exhibi- 
tion program, sightseeing trips, entertain- 
ment, hundreds of collectors. Interest is 
so keen in the exhibition that some of 
the best material in the country will be 
seen there and the fact that Otto Korte 
of New York is offering a graceful fig- 
urine of Victory for the best display of 
German stamps is certain to crowd that 
classification with some items worth go- 
ing a long way to see.

there are neither collectors nor collections 
of major value in this area. 


The S. P. A. has conducted a survey 
of the territory to determine the exact 
situation and the results indicate that 
the proportion of foreign collections is 
greater than in the northern part of the 
country. Naturally, there is a deep in- 
terest in the stamps and covers of the 
Confederate states as well as the postal 
issues of the United States but the ten- 
dency to embrace the postage of the 
world is strong. The survey disclosed 
that specialism might be regarded as a 
secondary interest. If there is a pre- 
dominant specialty it is Confederate 
States of America. The society believes 
this to be a healthy condition. 

One of the objectives of the Asheville 
convention and the establishment of 
S. P. A. branches in the Southeast is 
the seeking out of “lone wolf” collectors 
who have maintained contact with the 
hobby only through magazine reading. 
The Society of Philatelic Americans is

Southern Philatelic Association, which 
had many staunch members in the Ashe- 
ville territory. It is hoped that any sur- 
vivors of that old group will avail them- 
selves of the invitation to be in Asheville 
Aug. 26-28 and to make their presence 
known at the registration desk. 

Dealers who desire to reserve bourse 
space should get in touch with G. O. 
Shepherd, Box 1204, Asheville. All ac- 
tivities will be centered about the New 
Battery Park Hotel. 


The A.P.S. convention registration 
opens Monday, Aug. 30, and the first 
number on an interesting program will 
be the reception that night for the so- 
ciety officers and a pre-view of the ex- 
hibition. Business sessions will open 
Tuesday morning and the annual banquet 
will come Thursday night. 

During the convention a special can- 
celation “A.P.S. Convention Station, De- 
troit, Mich.” has been authorized for 
outgoing mail and collectors will have 
the opportunity to purchase new issues 
at a post office at the convention head- 
quarters. Philatelically speaking, Detroit 
is the birthplace of the famous Shermack 
coils and has the world’s only floating 
post office which serves the freighters 
plying the Great Lakes. 

Between visits to the sessions of the 
society collectors may tour the motor 
car plants, inspect Henry Ford’s Green- 
field American Village and the Edison 
Institute and frolic at the famous Belle 
Isle in the Detroit River.

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Central Europe

The miniature sheet craze has upset 
European collecting as a tremendous de- 
mand has developed for these novelties. 
News of future issues of the kind is 
sought eagerly and it appears that a 
great deal of money will be invested in 
collections of this type. 


The impending Czechoslovakia sheet, 
to be released Oct. 24, will contain two 
different stamps and advance photo- 
graphs of the selected design reveal that 
the pane will be an attractive one. The 
stamps will be released at Bratislava. It 
is my understanding that all orders for 
this sheet were to be made, and money 
paid, before June 15. As usual, one sheet 
will be supplied with each ticket to the 
Bratislava stamp exhibition. The ticket 
and miniature sheet will cost 5k or about 
18 cents in American money. 


Also from Czechoslovakia comes word 
of a private issue of ten propaganda 
stamps next year. These stamps will 
be sold at 35 to 40 cents per set and will 
be released in connection with the cele- 
bration of the twentieth year of the 
Czechoslovakia republic. 


F. Kraft was the engraver of the de- 
sign of the Austrian Mothers’ day issue. 


Austrian schools have completed the 
first year of a course in philately. The 
lessons have proved so interesting that 
the plan will be continued and enlarged 
next winter. 


Qne hundred thousand copies of the 
Cirill commemoratives were printed for 
Bulgaria by the state printing office. The 
issue commemorates 1,000 years of the 
type of alphabet employed in Russia, 
Jugoslavia and Bulgaria. 





_ Copies of the new English 144d regular 
issue, supplanting the Coronation stamp, 
have reached us on first day through the 
courtesy of W. Orchard, Isle of Wight. 
The cover bears the postmark July 30.

New Zealand Letter 


Messrs. Wilcox, Smith & Co., Dune- 
din, New Zealand, report under date 8th 
July: 

Coronations. There has been an enor- 
mous demand for them but there seem 
to be plenty to satisfy the demand. Jubi- 
lees are on the up-grade as so few were 
printed of the 6d. values and all the 
Islands. New Zealand pictorial issues of 
1935 on single watermark paper will be 
scarce. All 2'%4d, 8d and 9d values are 
hard to get owing to so few being issued. 

It is pretty well certain that we shall 


have a Trans-Tasman air service, New 
Zealand to Australia, at end of this year 
interlocking with Imperial Airway planes 
to London from Sydney. The journey of 
12,000 miles will probably be done in 
about twelve days. 

Postage rates to America have not yet 
been settled but will be a big reduction 
on the price of 35 cents charged from 
Australia to London. Our own air serv- 
ice from Dunedin to Auckland, about 750 
miles, is done in a day and has been a 
great success.

Editex’s Comment 


EMERGENCY STAMPS Every 
ALWAYS INTERESTING stamp has 

its story 
background but none is more certain 
to tell a tale of changing economic and 
political conditions than the provisional. 
The Standard Catalogue is literally pep- 
pered with these issues of surcharged 
and overprint items, stamps sliced in 
half, makeshift printings and a dozen 
other different types of oddities that 
have certainly disrupted the possible 
monotony of prosaic designs.

“emergency” is clue to the reason why 
so many of these short issues have be- 
come valuable property. On the other 
hand we have strong suspicion, if we are 
not certain, that too many governments 
have issued provisionals with malice 
aforethought and charity toward no 
stamp collector. But even the tainted 
emergency issues are interesting, we 
must admit, for some kind of excuse that 
is tied to history always accompanies 
the appearance of the philatelic step- 
children. 

Among the many legitimate issues the 
basic reason for their existence seems to 
be lack of foresight on the part of the 
parent postal department. Changing 
postal rates sometimes find stocks of 
newly required stamps too low to meet 
the demand and it becomes necessary to 
offer a makeshift item until the printers 
can catch up with the stamp buying 
public. The story of these stamps usual- 
ly lies in the reasons for the change in 
rates although sometimes, as in the 
case of certain Latin American printings, 
there is a greater field for study in the 
carelessness of the printers. Every war 
brings its crop of emergency stamps as 
armies surge into foreign lands and the 
postal systems of their respective 
countries take in larger territories. 
National financial structures may weaken 
and necessitate rapid readjustments in 
postage values, as so admirably portrayed 
by the stamps of Germany only a few 
years ago. Garbled instructions some- 
times result in garbled provisionals as in 
the case of Nyasaland Field Force stamps 
recently explained in this magazine. 

One of the most interesting issues 
of all time is that produced in 1895 in 
the British African colony of Uganda. 
These, more truly than the early Ha- 
waiians, should be called “the mission- 
aries.” Produced on a typewriter by a 
missionary they remain possibly the 
strangest of all provisional postage 
stamps. 

The rare bisects come under this 
classification and the search for items 
that may be had for a modest outlay 
will whet the interest of the collector 
of provisional issues. 


Incidentally, this is a branch of col- 
lecting that has its pitfalls and a good 
deal of common sense plus a determina- 
tion to know the background of every 
stamp purchased is important if the col- 
lection is not to fill up with undesirable 
material.

THANKFUL FOR 


Collectors of 
United States 
postage stamps 
can be thankful that our government 
does not sell out its postage as it does 
its commemorative coins. If the Post 
Office Department should print 1,000,000 
sheets of the Smoky Mountain souvenir 
and place every copy in the hands of a 
committee representing the Society of 
Philatelic Americans with authorization 
to peddle those sheets at double to three 
times face value we would have a 
postage stamp situation comparable to 
that which features the coin picture.

During the thirty-six years prior to 


1928 our government released only 
eighteen commemorative half : dollars. 
During the last three years it minted no 
less than twenty-six. These coins are 
not available to the public at face value 
but are placed with a commission which 
resells to collectors and coin dealers at 
a high premium, the profit going toward 
some celebration expenses. Representa- 
tive Cochran of Missouri, has introduced 
a bill in congress to prohibit this practice 
which amounts to a government subsidy 
toward community rejoicings over al- 
most anything the promoters can think 
of. 

A 50-cent commemorative stamp could 
be produced so cheaply that a policy of 
selling out an entire issue at face value 
would net the government a tremendous 
profit but it is to be hoped that the 
plan never will be seriously considered 
in this country. Foreign governments 
have been known to do this in the past 
and may be expected to keep on doing 
it. We American stamp collectors have 
much to be thankful for and we sympa- 
thize with the coin collectors who pay 
the expenses of so many celebrations.

Coronation First Days 
By Gilbert N. Plass 





First day covers of the British Cor- 
onation issue have now arrived in Amer- 


ica from all of the colonies except the 
British Solomon Islands and the Gilbert 
& Ellice Islands. The first day date in 


the majority of the colonies was May 
12, but in some places the stamps were 
sold before Coronation day and in others 
not until a later date. There follows 
a complete table of first day dates which 
I believe will be of interest to your 
readers since so many people are as- 
sembling collections of these covers.

May 10—Australia, Canada, Nauru.

Many post offices were open for only 
a very short time on May 12 as that 
was a legal holiday. May 12 covers 
from Swaziland are so scarce that many 
dealers have been selling the May 13 
covers as first days. The postmaster of 
Bermuda has advised that in that colony 
both May 12 and 13 was legal holidays 
which explains the May 14 date from 
there. I have been advised that an 
earthquake in New Guinea wrecked the 
capital, Rabaul, on the day the stamps 
were due for issue. The earliest date 
from there is May 18. 


At the present time the rarest of 
the Coronation first day covers (of those 
so far received) is from Ascension. 
These covers are selling for 21/- ($5.25) 
in London. Other very rare covers are 
St. Helena, Newfoundland (set of 14 
values), New Guinea, Papua, Niue, 
Nyasaland, and Swaziland. 


There are two errors in the “Broad- 
way Chatter” of July 17. It states that 
Niue was issued June 1. I have seen 
a number of May 13 covers from there. 
Also collectors covers were handled at 
Papua as a lot I sent to the postmaster 
at Port Moresby, Papua, were all re- 
turned with the first day postmark.

Coronation Reprints 


So far we have no information from 
the government printer about further 
printings of the Coronation stamps. It 
is quite clear, however, that there have 
been additional printings of the 144d and 
1d values. In the case of the former 
they are of a darker shade than the 
first printings. In the case of the 1d 
the shade is also different, but the most 
striking difference is that the headplate 
used is the same as that employed for 
the first printings of the other values.

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Early Turkish Stamps 


It is difficult to become excited over 
the acquisition of a handfull of early 
Turkish stamps. They are most un- 
attractive labels to the eye that de- 
lights in beautiful engraving and printing 
and so little is published in the phila- 
telic press about those issues that the 
collector is not encouraged to pay out 
good money for them. Still, as is the

case with every stamp ever produced, 
there is a story behind the early Turkish 
issues and once we understand the 
meaning of the design, the reason for 
production and conditions surrounding 
the postal system even messy Turkish 
stamps come to life. 

Let’s have a looksee at the first issue. 
Scott lists it as 1863 but we find con- 
temporary reference to these stamps as 
having been placed on sale March 14, 
1862. The curlicue design in the center 
of the stamp which resembles nothing so 
much as a strand of tangled string is 
identified in the Standard Catalogue as 
the tughra, signature of the suitan. We 
might add that the sultan was Abdul 
Azis and that the inscription below his 
name states: The Sublime Ottoman 
Empire. The inscription appears within 
a crescent, a symbol which is found in 
the horoscope of Osman, founder of the 
Turkish empire. The stamps were 
printed in Paris.

Between the rows of stamps in the 
sheet are Turkish inscriptions or counter- 
foils on a colored band—red for the 
three lower values of the set, blue for 
the 5 piastres value. This inscription is 
translated: “Fiscal Control of the Sub- 
lime Empire.” 

A peculiar feature of the first Turkish 
stamps was the similarity of the postage 
and postage due issues. In fact, a color 
difference only distinguishes the issues. 
The use of the first postage dues is ex- 
plained nicely by The Philatelic Journal 
of the period: 

“In those localities where there are 
no postal agents, the public delivers its 
letters without prepaying them, to the 
authorities of their localities, that is, to 
the mudirs. These authorities, in their 
turn, deliver them to the messengers or 
to the police who convey the letters to 
the nearest point where the post passes. 
It is for applying to these unpaid letters 
brought to the postal agents by the mes- 
sengers and police that the second series 
(postage due) stamps were created. 
These stamps differ from the others 
only in color. 

“The public cannot employ them, as 
the government delivers them only to 
the postal agents, who themselves affix 
them to the letters coming ftom the 
districts that have no post offices. The 











parties to whom the letters are addressed 
see by the stamp the amount of post- 
age they have to pay, and can satisfy 
themselves that the charge has been 
properly made. By this means also a 
sort of control is established over the 
agents charged with the transport of 
letters.”

Pigeon Stamp Fakes 





More than twenty years after discon- 
tinuance of the Great Barrier pigeon ex- 
press service of New Zealand, unused 
blocks of four 1/- stamps (blue on 
white) appeared for the first time on the 
market, though New Zealand herself saw 
them only some time later. This block 
is recognizable by its broad vertical and 
horizontal space between the stamps. 
These blocks are actually fakes, although 
they are listed in three leading world 
air mail catalogues. 

It is interesting to note that last year 
probably one or even two reprints of 
these forgeries have been brought out 
which are different as to paper and dis- 
close broader and more irregular spaces 
with poor perforation. Collectors of 
semi-official stamps are advised that all 
1/- stamps in blocks of four are forgeries, 
and also singles if they show a broad 
additional border on one or two sides.

Weeks Ahead 


Planning the issue of this pa- 
per a couple of weeks ahead all 
of the time sort of keeps one 
ahead of the general trend of 
current matters.
